DISPATCH. 
MONTEREY (Mex.) Aprtl 14.—~ 
Under the original decree recently 
issued by President Venustiano 
Carranza the exporting of cattle 
and goat hides from Mexico was 
prohibited. He has just issued a 
supplementary decree which also 
prohibits the exporting of the hides 
of lambs, effective May 1. 

In explanation of the ban that 
has been placed upon shipping these 
hides out of Mexico it is stated that 
the leather industry of the country 
has been suffering from a shortage 
of raw materials as a result of the 
heavy exportation of hides to the 
United Stafes and other countries.
